ran Into the 
department where the horse-collars are 
stuffed and set a lot of loose straw on fire. 
In a moment the building, with Its three 
shops-harness, collar and whip-was on 
fire'T Pandemonium prevailed. When the 
"uards ran in with the hose they were met 
by the convicts, who, with a hammer, cut 
the hose. 
Johnson made an effort to es- 


cape ever the walls, but, despite the fact 
that he had a knife and a club, he was 
captured by Jesse Tolin and Is now In the 
dungeon. His seven companions are also 
confined in the dark cells. 
The scene outside the penitentiary walu, 


with the lurid flames and dense smoke Issu- 
ing from the burning building, was appall- 
in" 
The wind from the northeast blew 


chuuka of burning wood and cinders over 
the city as far as the Madison house, en- 
dangering the roofs of buildings. The 
roof ol the penitentiary stahles on the op- 
posite side of the street caught neveral 
times and was extinguished by -men with.

An invitation to ride is not neoes- 


siirily jjermission to drive. Because 
the country consented, for the sake 
of rebuking and checking some Be 
publican follies, that the Democracy 
should temporarily share the seat on 
the box, it does not follow that it 
meant, to have the Democracy seize 
thereiua and lash the Nation on to 
disaster. It is assumed in some 
quarters that the election of a Dem- 
ocratic House was an endorsement of 
the Democratic tariff policy. Noth- 
ing could be further from the truth, 
and any attempt which ie made un- 
der this false assumption to press 
the Democratic assault upon the Na- 
tion's industries is as clearly in de- 
fiance of public sentiment as it is in 
hostility to the public interests.
